“Sprinkle the garbage cans with 
lime or kencsene, and keep them con- 
stantly covered. 

“Do not allow decayed vegetables 
or other material to accumulate. 
Keep vour premises clean. 

“Be careful that all doors and win- 
dows are screened- 

"To kill flies In the house, dissolve 
318 grains of bichromate of potash 
in ten ounces of water- It should be 
sweetened with sugar and placed in 
shallow' dishes throughout the house. 
This materia] is cheap, tym be pur- 
chased at the drug store.”

Senator Harvey of Waltham opened 
the hearing. He stated thal a com- 
mrtttee of tlhe Park Oom mission had 
made an estimate of the coat of the 
work which it was proposed to carry 
out. Their Tepont Included 160.000 
cubic yards of dredging art a cost of 
$100,000 and for the improvement of 
bays and In lets, 86,000 yards of dredg- 
ing at a cost of $60,000. The pro- 
posed lnvpno^ vements were in the line 
of re commend at Sons made In previous 
years by Joint committees in 1894 and 
1896 and by the Metropolitan Park 
Oom n lriss Ion in 1898. 

He tfiaid the river is situated in the 
©entire of tlhe Metropolitan district, 
all of wihJdh is Interested because peo- 
ple gather there from all over the 
distriat and tihe money is needed for 
toe henilrth of the community as well 
as for the improvements oT -the gen- 
eral conditions of the river itself. He 
referred to the -work as being a con- 
tinuation or what had already been 
done In Watertown and Cambridge by 
the Metropolitan Park Commission. 

City Engineer Rogers of Newton ex- 
plained the conditions of the river 
banks from 'Moody street bridge to 
Concord bridge, a distance of four 
miles. He referred to a chart, drawn 
by himself and Engineer Brewer show- 
ing the location of the marshes and 
that pa it of t he river which It was 
proposed to improve. 

Olby Solicitor Slocum said this por- 
tion of the river was four miles long 
with nine boat liveries and four pri- 
vate boat dubs. There were 3500 
canoes and 50 power boats at tihe last 
census, and from 10.000 to 12,000 peo- 
ple -were on or about the river every 
pleasant day In the season. He also 
filed letters fleam eight physicians 
relative to the prevalence of malaria 
along the river land a. 

Mayor Hatfield said that as the 
state (had taken this river for a 
water park it was for the state to 
care for fct and not allow It to became 
a menace to health. 

Representative BlLLs spoke of the 
particularly 'bad condition at the 
Weston bridge. 

Street Commissioner Ross said 
ithalt he had known the river for 40 
years and that northing had been done 
to improve it during that tiime. Prom 
two to four feet of decayed matter 
should be dredged out and spread on 
the banks and planted with shrubs. 

Mir. G. iM. Flake spoke of the rais- 
ing of $10,000 tor purchase of the 
Aniburndalle Park, now a part of the 
Metropolitan system. 

Mr. C. A. Sylvester far the Narum- 
■bega Park Oom pan y, with 3200 feet 
of river front, said that they had 
$2*0,000 Invested with a new theatre 
to cost $60,000 now being ere a ted and 
(that 8000 people was the average daily 
attendance during the park season. 

iMr. AJbente said that the park 
parfronoge came from all over Greater 
Boston, and that at times the vapors 
from the river were extremely de - 1 
pressing.

In alluding to the dlEipute 
which Is going on at Washington as 
to whether or not the forests do pre- 
serve the sol 1 and a ct as nat u r al 
reservoirs, Mrs. Tucker stated em- 
phatically that they most certainly do. 

The talk was Illustrated with lan- 
tern slides of shade trees showing 
proper and -Improper forms of Iree 
guards and pruning done correctly 
and incorrectly. There were also 
many views of forests, exhibiting good 
foresrtai ion and others by contrast 
showed wasteful ways.

— iMrs. Helen M. Sherman, widow of 
the lflhe Jaoo-b Shed-man. passed away 
Saturday at ihe home of her daughter

A largely atlen^ed meeting of -the 
Newton City Employees' Union was 
held in Hibernian Hall, Nonantum 
square, Newton, on Sunday afternoon, 
President McFadden in the chair. 

After a general dl&cu pslon of local 
problems affecting the employeea 
Daniel O’Connell spoke in part as 
follows: 

“It has been customary In other 
year®, particularly at the opening of 
spring, to have all the working force 
of the city employed, but at this time 
not only are the men not employed 
but during iho .winter lees men were 
employed than ever before. 

“There must be some grave rea- 
son a. and men closely allied with the 
different departments are In a posi- 
tion. to know that a sufficient outlay 
of money has been and is now being 
made needlessly. At the same time 
nothing Is being done to relieve the 
distress of working men who are no 
longer in positions to bring up their 
families- in a way to coniform with re- 
quirements of modem civilization 
owing to the high cost of living. 

“The city ledges are closed at a 
time when more work eould be ao 
oompliBhed than In the broiling heat 
or BU-mmeT. 

“During 1909 eniormous expendi- 
tures were mode -for oiling the st reels 
for the pleasure of automoblJiets, but 
this proved a detriment because the 
oit used' cost many autom obi lists the 
loan of (wearing apparel. 

"A large number of automobiles 
have been bought for the city de- 
partments, which in itself is a good 
thing and will uJtimately tend to re- 
duce baxation. But when such auto- 
mobiles are used, for pleasure there 
is a needless expenditure for gasolene 
or other expenses, which the tax- 
payers must pay. 

“Taxpayers are familiar with the 
fact nhnt some heads of departments , 
use city automobiles and the city's 
gasolene In attending baseball and 
football games, and for otheT pleasure 
trips. It is high time that the citi- 
zens should awake and in no uncer- 
tain manner change the existing con- 
ditions.’’ 

-Mr- OTonnell’u address was re- 
ceived with vigorous applause by the 
union. It wob announced that the 
organization will in a few days send 
a committee to City Hall to confer 
with officials in an effort to secure 
steady work tor its- members.

LOSE CASE 

The findings of the Massachusetts I 
Railroad Commission on the recent j 
protest of resident® of Auburndale on , 
the winter schedule of street car ®erv- 
vlce was announced this week as fol- 
low®: 

“The petitioners complain of the In- 
frequency of car service on the Au- 
burndale line, so called, after 7:30 
p. in. At the hearing it appeared that 
the service was half hourly during 
the winter season. The complaint 
raises two questions: the Insufficiency 
of the service between Lake and Cen- 
tre street®, and the service beyond 
Centre street, in to direction of Au- 
burndale. At the hearing the com- 
pany agreed to restore the 15-mlnute 
service between Lake and Centre 
streets, and this service is now in 
operation. After the hearing, at the 
request of the board, the company 
filed report® showing the amount of 
traffic after 7:10 p. m. for ten days 
between Centre street and Auburndale 
In both directions. A study of these 
return®, taken in connection with the 
service already restored, does not 
show a sufficient demand of the 
travelling public for the restoration 
of the 15-minute service from Centre 
street to AubumdaJe. 

“A demand is disclosed, however, 
for additional service to and from the 
Bra® Burn Country Club upon occa- 
sions -when winter sports or other 
events are haldng place. While this 
demand must of necessity depend in 
some pant upon weather oandi Lions, 
we recommend that such additional 
sendee as will meet It be installed."

I do not 
consider Tihe Oroator has put any fl«h 
in the soa but what aro good for food, 
but we as a people Are not educated 
up lo 4 he point of knowing about the 
food qualities of the various aperies. 

I might elaborate on olher species of 
fish to show how great the demand 
Is for 1‘ho»o kind's which years ago 
were not oaten to any extent, but the 
purpose of this article is to predict 
that dog fish, perhaps not under that 
name, will In a few years be in large 
demand for food. 

At a dinner of gentlemen connected 
wltih the department of biology of the 
Institute of Technology, Boston, and 
the Massachusetts Flah and Game 
Commission, on Dec. 18. 1907, canned 
dog fi^h was served and pronounced 
very good by all present . This fish 
1 furnished and I have a letter before 
me from the acting preslde.nt of the 
Biological Society of -tihe M. I. T., 
thanking me tor my furnishing t!he 
■same. I have given samples of fresh 
dog fish to various friends and all 
have pronounced It excellent. The 
immense damage that the dog fish are 
doing to ottr fisheries calls for some 
means of utilizing 1'hem and for some 
yews I have mode It a study. The 
skins of dog fl&h are peculiar. They' 
are very hard to remove, the flesh 
adhering so close as to tear the meat 
of the fish, and this It Is important 
to avoid, but as yet I have not solved 
this problem. It Is desired to re- 
move the skins as whole ns possible 
so they can be tanned for use. I have 
had some dog fish skins tanned and 
they are very strong, tt being next 
to Impossible to I out them and If 
they can be taken off entire and wlldr 
out holes some use can no doubt be 
made of them for commercial pur 
poses. The meat of Ifoe dog fish is 
pood fresh, pickled, canned or smoked. 
The livers make fine oil for dressing 
leather or tor mixing with other oils. 
The peritoneum, it Is hoped, can be 
utilized for surgical dressings in place 
of the peritoneum from cattle which 
costa much to free from hat and a 
large corporation in New Jersey 
stands ready to experiment on the 
perltoneuma when I can furnish them 
with a suitable supply. The egg of 
this piked or homed dog fish very 
much resembles the yolk of hen’s 
eggs and i't has been cooked and pro- 
nounced palaitable, but experiments 
are now going on ho see If it can be 
used for tanning leather in place of 
the yolk of hen’s eggs- After all of 
these parts of tihe dog fish are utilized 
there is only left such parts as are 
fit for fertilizer or possibly for nvak- : 
Ine glue. I have been asked If dog 
fish ere so pood as food, wihv they 
are not in demand, end lo all such 
inquiries I have replied that they havfe 
never been brought to the attention of 
the consumer as a desirable food fish 
and too their name 1® against them 
and under some other name they no 
doubt will be in good demand. The 
Boston Globe of Oct. 28, 1907, says; 
"Before (Hie fisheries bureau can per- 
suade the public 4o eat dog fish the 
little sharks will have to have another 
name." In on article on "Dog Fish 
to or may be used a® Food.” printed 
in iss-ue of Boston Globe of Oct. 25, 
1907, it is stated "that after a num- 
ber of experiment® the investigators 
have proved that doe flrh is lust as 
palatable as any of the food fish the 
■production of which has made New 
England famous. In fact It is staled 
that when dried end salted dog fish 
can scarcely be told from cod fish . 
even, by an expert. Tt is onily sentl- j 
ment that keeps dog fish from having | 
its proper place on our tables. The i 
same objecllon used to be used to oat ; 
fish which Is now sold under another 
name and the same applies to ho-rse 
mackerel, which under that name 
•found few customers, but on a bill 
of fare under Its European name it 
is eaten with relish by many who 
would refuse to touch horse mack- 
erel. The now popular haddock but 
a few years ego wee not looked upon 
with favor. When It Is officially re- 
ported that dog fi?h have done dam- 
age estimated at $400,000 a year to 
the fish Industry of Massachusetts In 
■the last few years ia it any wonder 
that I consider If I can have tuny part 
in bringing this desirable food fish 
to the attention of the consumer so 
■they will use them that I consider 
my time and money in experimental 
work a good investment? A part of 
my life work ha® been devoted to the 
introduction of new and desirable 
foods. I -was the first to put on the 
market canned soups ©specially adapt- 
ed to family .trade. The original 
Das I ra ted Cocoanut (Mlalt’by’e) it was 
my privilege to Introduce to the 
trade in 1868 and (there are other 
•pedal foods I might name In the 
food line. Bailey’® "Extract of Clam®” 
Is too well known to comment on 
hare. I hope to this year bring out a 
new food product, viz, "Oysterrus," 
which ie a delicious extract of the 
enitlro oyBte<r for broth, stew, puree 
and upon which I have been at work 
for yeans and I hope to live to see 
"Ungada White Fish," ray new coined 
name for dog flah, become a popular 
food.

The receipt of the annual tvaier 
bills again calls attention to I ho fnot 
thnrt the 1910 water takers are con- 
tinuing to ]>ay for pest, present nnd 
(future expenses of the watc\r dopart- 
'Dient, Last y«it the department ex- 
pended $40,000 in construction work, 
all of which was taken from the 
water Income of 1909. As all con- 
struction work up to 1906 was padd 
for from 30 veer bonds and as the 
water income of each year pays for 
the sinking fund, interest and serial 
bond account of the water debt of 
the pasi. It is evident that the water 
consumer of the present is bearing 
more than his share, when he pays 
for permanent work out of yearly in- 
come. If all construction work was 
spread over a series of years, as it 
should, our water rates could be re- 
duced 25 per cent.

Campbell, secretary of the MasBOchu- 
setifl Commission for the Blind, spoke 
of tiie work now being done for the 
blind in ibis state. 

Before beginning Ills address he al- 
luded to Ills pleasure In conving to 
Newton, wdibh was once the home of 
hie father and afterwards his own for 
a time. He then told eametiring of 
his father’s experience -as a blind 
nwm and his work for (hose afflicted 
In like manner. Mr- Campbell re- 
Ter red to the difficulty it reenifl to lie 
for seeing people ‘to appreclaite the 
blind. How wo many persons seem to 
regard Ihe blind as if they were also 
deaf and dumb or even feeble-minded. 
He went on to describe the manner In 
which blind children are taught in 
school and iKdated out (how little the 
method differs from that used with 
seeing children. In several of the 
latge clllea, he ftJtld, the blind are 
being pot In the same schools with 
other children as noon as they luave 
mastered the details of reading and 
working arithmetic by the moans em- 
ployed. 'Pltis has been found to work 
very well, for In many uasee ihe blind 
oKIdncn (have ranked high bi their 
work, and luive even led their classes 
Such ability a» a good stimihie 

jo the seeing children und they will 
never he heard commiserating the 
"poor blind child. “ Mr. Campbell 
looks forward to the time when this 
plan may be adopted in many other 
citins of this country 

The ohlldren are lauj^lit to make tho 
heart, use of tihelr otihor sensee and 
every effort is made to develop them 
physically. 


Ah to Ihe employment open to them 
the men often become piano tiuicra, 
orgn.nl n and immleinns, while the 
women usually go to their hOmoo. 
Eimplojtniew! tor the women Is Ihe 
more difficult problem. 

While all blind people nro not mue-i- 
clamts any more than Hire nil seeing 
perrons. yert. spreKl ntiontion is paid 
•to muffle and It. 1« developed hh four 
ne pOFCdble, for herein lies a possi- 
bility of a future livelihood. 

There are In M ass n oh u set Is *ut the 
present ml tou t. 4000 blind pensone. Of 
the work done for them he mentioned 
the Nursery for Blind Babies, the Kin- 
dergarten, lihe Perk1n« Institution and 
the work shops. The com miss lorn 
wlhlleh he represents was appointed 
tempororlly in 1903, nnd in 1906 It 
was made permanent. Under JtB cnr e 
come nil persons not in the Perkins 
Institution. Its object Is to give the 
blind n better chance. Among npeol- 
fic things it does is to give tickets for 
the sym phony and other concents and 
theatres, and he urged the members, 
If ever they had tickets they could 
nort use, to put them at the disposal 
of the commlsslbn. 

He then turned to the preventive 
side or the work, shat-ing that about 
25 per cent of all who are blind are 
needlessly so nnd told of ways In 
whldh it may be prevented. He be- 
sought his audience to uphold the 
oanimisfflon'e hands, for It costs 
money not to prevent It, sinee lihe 
cost of eduonitLng a blind child and 
bringing It to a time or self-support 
Is about $10,000. 

The industrial work was described 
and a large amount of work exhibited, 
including nigs done by men, and 
beautiful hand weaving by the wo- 
men. The patron n ge of these indus- 
tries w'as earnestly sc Hated.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The hearing on the proposed an- 
nexation of a portion of Chestnut HU1 
to the city of Boston was held Tues- 
day morning before the committee on 
cities and the petitioners mode out 
an exceedingly w’eak case. F\atiher 
Ga-sson, president of Boston College, 
thought -the present line so Irregular 
■that the now line would be most log- 
ical and desired annexation because 
Boston College was a. Boston Institu- 
tion and he did not believe in divorce. 
In 'addition he claimed 4ha,t bis stu- 
dents w’anrted a “Boston finish” and 
claimed that ns Boston was the In- 
tellectual centre of the world it was 
a matter of considerable Importance 
to his boys to be able to claim a Bos- 
ton education. Farther Oon/wny, vice- 
president of the college, -said that 
this was a charity proposition and 
wianted the line changed so that the 
Elevated cars would bring the stu- 
dents to South street for a five-cent 
fare. He also stated that Boston Col- 
lege would be an architectural -monu- 
ment and would greatly increase real 
estarte -values in that vicinity. 

Mt. D. A. McLaughlin, for the col- 
lege trustees, said that the college 
was tiioroly identified with Boston 
and they (had located in Newton be- 
cause It had been Impossible for them 
to obtain what ihey wanted in Bos- 
ton'. He believed that the -cost of 
maintaining the streets in this dis- 
trict would more than offset any loss 
of taxable property from •Newton. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Spring of Boston said that his city 
was nlot a petitioner and would do 
nothing (to disturb the friendly rela- 
tions with Newton. 

City Solicitor Slocum read the re- 
solve passed by the Newton aldermen 
opposing tfhe bill nnd then sold that 
Ihis was one of the most desirable 
pieces of land in Che city. The I 093 
of this territory would take <away all 
the Improvements In streets, sewers 
nnd water mo Ins Newton had made, 
nnrl would leave Newton territory' on 
tiie slopes o,f Wain 11 and Chestnut 
thills In Newton nnd with access to 
■the same only thru Boston streets. 
The I,awrence brook in this land also 
drained a large seotlon of Newton 
territory and Newton would lose con- 
trol of thl« Important outlet. He 
elahn<Ml that the petitioners had 
tihown no public convenience or neces- 
sity for Ihe change. 

Mayor Ilatfiehl called attention to 
the possibility of future rtaxatlon of 
college property, which would ho 
lost to Newton if annexation was 
authorized, nnd also stated that there 
wob still $75,000 of laxable property 
in this territory for Newton. 

lion. Henry E. Hot hf eld said that 
(tho fundamental reason for opposing 
anue xation was that only private or 
semi -public reasons bad been ad - 1 
winced. The movement Is largely 
sentimental. 

City Engineer Rogers showed some 
photogiMiidm of the district covered 
by the petition. 

Mr. James A. Tx>well said he had 
lived nnar this territory all Ids life 
and thought til at Ihe real reason for 
tile jM'rtltion wits for a five-cent fare 
to South at reel and to eattsfy the 
whims of a few young gentlemen.

Three- 
tenths of the land Is a! ready owned 
by municipalities. The object Is to 
preserve the natural ben. 1 lies of 
Hammond's woods, Sawmill brook 
mcndowB, Cabot woods and to make 
a connecting link be! ween the Metro- 
politan Park reservations on the 
south with those on the north of 
Boston. 

Mo*. J. D. Oolt relnitod tlhe history 
of the movement and said that it 
would cost so little that notwith- 
standing the Increasing debt of the 
metropolitan district, it ought to be 
favored- 

Selectman Waller C. Stone of 
Watertown and President C. A. Hob be 
of the Wlatertown Board of Trade 
spoke in favor. 

Hon. J. M. W, Hall of Newnton said 
that there was northing more beauti- 
ful In New England than Hammond’s 
woods and that Newton had a par- 
ticular right to esk favorable action 
on this proposition on account of its 
large contribution® lo the Metropol- 
itan Park expenses. 

Mr. C. S. Rackemann of Brookline 
also believed the debt should not de- 
ter favorable action and Selectman 
Harvey James of Brookline also 
favored the plan. Mr. Herbert 
Jaques of Chestnut Hill told of Ihe 
rapid changes in the growth of this 
district since he first located there 
nnd called attention to the fact that 
on Sundays in the skating season up- 
wards of 800 persons were brought 
to Chestnut Hill by the street cars. 
Mr. H. J. KeJLawnay explained the 
plans and showed photographs of the 
proposed district and City Solicitor 
Slocum filed ihe action of the Board 
of Aldermen of Newton. In answer 
to the question of Senator Crosby if 
he thought the people of .the district 
would Rarer an annual appropriation 
of about $500,000 for five or more 
years for continuing park improve- ! 
men Is, -Mt. Sloonm replied in the neg- 
ative. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Spring of Boston opposed the bill, 
saying it would add 500 acres to ex- 
isting park areas and because it was 
approached from what lie called a 
“kodak standpoint,” rather than from 
a financial point of view. He said 
it was not true that w r e must go on 
Increasing our park holdings, and that 
there wore enough parks in the dis- 
trict at present. He hoped the com- 
mittee would give attention to plans 
for increasing the revenues and busi- 
ness of tho district 'rather than to 
schemes to increase expense. 

The amendment to the city charter 
to allow removal of city officers with- 
out the consent of itflie alderman has 
been signed by the Governor.

Vice-President 
Byrnes of the New Haven road stated 
that his company .was willing to un- 
dertake such construction and would 
conit ribut© $2,000,000 -towards the 
payment of land damages if (he city 
of Boston would lay out a direct 
route between the two stations. The 
company also stood ready to spend 
large sums for terminals and to elec- 
trify its suburban business by the 
time the timnel wias constructed- His 
statements made quite an impres- 
sion.

The speaker was Rev. Clhnrles \Y, 
YVondfe. D. Ik, of Newton, a former 
minister of tin* Newton (.Vidro church 
and the subject was " Reminiscences 
of Theodore Parker, Wendell Phil- 
lips and Thomas Starr King.” Dr. 
Wemlte smilingly disclaimed the in- 
timate personal friendship with Theo- 
dore Parker, with which he had been 
credited in the announcement of Uhe 
meeting, lie having been n young boy 
a-t t(ho time of Parker's death: yet 
it was clear that wltih a boy’s insight 
he had better understood t.he groat 
preacher than "did many an elder per- 
son. His mother, now In her !'0th 
year, was Theodore Parker’ 3 German 
teacher, “It was always a joyous 
hour.” he said, “when Mr. Parker 
came to our house, with his bright 
and kindly smile.” SI err King wvna 
Mr. Wendies friend and counsellor in 
San Framoisoo, and he enjoyed for 
many years the acquaintance of Phil- 
lips. 

Of Parker's teaching® and influence 
Dr. Wendte said in part: 

"On May 10 next it will be 50 
years alnoe Theodore Parker died in 
Italy, to whose sunny clime he hiad 
been exiled in the fond expectation 
that it might re More him to health 
and vigor. Theodore Parker the man 
rests in the Protestant burying ground 
in Florence, but Theodore Parker as 
an emancipating. inspiring and ethical 
Influence lives today in the thoughts, 
the purposes and institutions of his 
beloved America and the civilized 
world. The groat preacher and re- 
former spoke prophetically when he 
said on his death bed: ‘There are 
two Theodore Parkers; one is dying 
here in Lttaly, the other I have planted 
In America; he will finish my work 
there. The religion which he 
preached was the fatherhood of God, 
the brotherhood of man, the suprem- 
acy of conscience and an. unfaltering 
trust in the immortal life. I think 
he was right when he said: ‘Those 
cornerstones of Christianity will be 
the enduring foundation of the re- 
ligloaia faith of Ihe future.” 

Of Mr. Phillips: “In Ms appear 
amice an aristocrat of the aristocrats, 
in bis spirit a democrat of the demo- 
crats,” Dr. Wendte said. ‘‘He was 
a master of rhetorical form and ex- 
pression, and with a voice whose sli- 
ver charm lingers in my ears as I 
speak at this moment.” Starr King, 
Parker*® only puJplt rival in Boston, 
went to Sam Francisco shortly before 
the outbreak of the Civil War, and 
Dr. Wemdte told of his splendid ora- 
torical triumphs which saved the 
state for uhe Union cause In the 
darkest days of the war, "Worn out, 
he fell a victim of pneumonia and 
gave up his life in his 40th year, as 
true a martyr to his country and hia 
kind as if he bad fallen in the tMck 
of the fight wltih his country’s flag 
waving above him."

It stands 
solitary of its species surrounded by 
the smaller trees and dense under- 
growth of the tropical forest, rearing 
its bead above its neighbors. Two 
trees to the acre is a liberal estimate 
for mahogany ■•finds." More frequent 
ly perhaps only one tree will be found 
over a larger stretch of territory. True 
mahogany is the only species of the 
Swietenia maboganl. tbe name Swie- 
tenla having been given to It iu bouor 
of tbe celebrated Baron von Swieten. 
physician to Muria Theresa. It is dis- 
tinctly a nntive of tropical America 
and frequently towers to a height of 
100 feet, the trunk being often twelve 
feet In diameter. It is of exceedingly 
slow growth, and the time of Its ar- 
riving at maturity Is probably not less 
than 200 years. Occasionally small 
specimens huve been found in south- 
ern Florida. 

British Julius Caesars. 

Julius Caesar, who on one of the 
closing days, -of August In 55 B. C. 
landed on tbe Kentish coast, bus bad 
many British namesakes, including a 
great cricketer, but the best known 1 b 
J ulius Caesur, master of tbe rolls un- 
der James I., pbgut whom Lord Clar- 
endon in tbe first, volume of his his- 
tory tells the amusing story. "Remem- 
ber Caesur,” The unpopular Earl ef 
Portland sat up ull ulght iu a barri- 
caded bouse with his friends and re- 
tainers armed to the teeth because he 
found in his pocket u slip of paper 
bidding him "Remember Caesar,” 
which really had reference not to the 
assassination of tbe Kouiqd statesman, 
but to so in? preferment promised to a 
son of Sir Julius Caesar. Tbe tomb 
of Sir Julius Caesar, with u quaint 
epitaph in legal phraseology. Is among 
the many curlops monuments of St. 
Helen's, Bisbopagiite. — London Family 
Herald. 

Parent and Prodigal. 

In a Hongkong paper a abort time 
ago there appeared a paragraph recit- 
ing tbnt a wealthy young Chinese 
whose mother controlled a Jurge busi- 
ness in Cuuton had been spending the 
money of tbe firm too lavishly, the at- 
traction of motorcars and other vehi- 
cles of extra vagu nee being too power- 
ful for bim.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 


The most important event nt the 
State House this week, from a local 
point of view, was the substitution on 
Monday by the House of a bill to turn 
all corporation taxes over to the 
municipalities vrtiere the business Is 
located, inetoad of one half sudh 
amount, the present law. This bill 
was substii bated for an adverse report 
of the Taxation Committee by a vote 
of 128 yeas to 95 nays. It is need- 
less to say that oil of Newton’s rep- 
resentatives were opposed ito the bill, 
which is roughly estimated (to affect 
the Income of this city over $50,000. 
There Is said rto be an excellent 
chance of defeating the bill in the 
Senate, Which proved the graveyard 
on a similar measure last year, but 
it must be confessed thait the propo- 
sition is steadily growing more diffi- 
cult bo defeat and students of the 
financial problems of the state ought 
to plan ho turn all this tax into the 
state (treasury. thereby reducing the 
state tax, to the benefit of the whole 
start e and avoiding rthe selfish Inter- 
ests which now pull both -ways on 
this valuable receipt. 

The Oomnrlbtee on Cities has re- 
ported the bill allowing the city to 
incur $250,000 additional sewer debt 
outride the city debt limit, making the 
total sewer loan $1,750,000. This 
committee has not yet reported on the 
annexation matter which was heard 
last week. While It is said tihat the 
committee considers the arguments 
for annexation to be the weakest case 
presented this year, it Is rumored 
’hat powerful influences are at work 
to induce the committee rto flavor the 
plan. Out repreiseaitiaitlves are keep- 
ing In close touch with the situation 
and ought rto secure an adverse re- 
port. 

The Committee on Education has 
reported adversely on two bills to re- 
imburse rt he city for one ha If or ex- 
pense incurred for independent in- 
dustrial schools, the committee be- 
lieving that a distinction should be 
made 'between money 'raised by tax- 
ation for this purpose and money do- 
nated by private citizens. 

A bill assessing a tax or $658,598.87 
for expense® of Middlesex county as 
compared wiltlh a tax of $672,261.19 for 
1909, has been reported and is now 
on its passage. Every .MMfoblt helps, 
alrtho I am not sure but what the cost 
of enlarging the probate court house 
($30,000) should be added to the cost 
of 1910. Incidentally It might be 
noted (that 'Middlesex county has a 
valuation of $682,078,925, and Is only 
exceeded by the county of Suffolk

THE NEW MINISTER 
BIBLE RESIGNS 


A® previously Announced in (he 
“GrftRhtc,” the Rev. J. E. Smith of 
Philadelphia delivered hie lecture on 
the "New Bible, the Supreme Revela- 
tion of Swedenborg," In the New 
Church, Newborn'll le, on Sunday even- 
ing Iflet to a good audience. He Bald 
that to announce (bn4 Hon. Emanuel 
Swedenborg la a revel ator and a pro- 
phet to our 11 Tries, Is a abatement 
likely to meet with dissent and doit hi 
amongnt Uiobb unfamiliar witih hJfl 
writings, 'hut Hie doubter and the be- 
Merer might eventually meet and con- 
gratulate each other. 

Tlhe leownrer declared that the 
claims made for Swedenborg were 
based mainly upon (four proposition®: 
First, natural science wihrfdh. though 
necessary, rwes not sufficient; 

Second, experience, wWfliouit wihloh 
there can be no revelation concern- 
ing spirtt/mal and celestial things; 

Third, it 4s demonstrated by the 
application of Itoe Jaw of cause and 
effeat, which exposes the relfvtflon be- 
tween spiritual and natural things; 

Fourth, that Hihrfa law is sufficient 
'when applied to adequately explain 
these relations as between the soul 
and its body, between the natural and 
tJhe spiritual worlds, and between the 
natural and spi ritual senses of the 
Divine Word, contained In the Bible. 
He limited himself to Itho discussion 
ctf these tour propositions. 

(Moses, (the prophets, the evangelists 
and John, were all revelatars, but 
their messages were In forma of sim- 
ple enunciations and narratives, with- 
out attempt to elucidate what was 
given them. Swedenborg comes as 
dhe rational interpreter of them ell, 
a retvelator of reved addons con Hist out 
with, all science and by the applica- 
tion of a law JnflailJ'ble and eternal. 

But Swedenborg himself declared 
(That natural science although neces- 
sary, was not adequate, yet -that he 
(had been trained in them to the end 
that he might 'be the better able to 
understand spiritual and divine 
(things and thus to .fulfil his Ufe mle- 
eiomi in finally opening the things that 
He inmost! y concealed In the Word 
of God. 

The insufficiency of science, how- 
ever, made it necessary that he 
should have experience added to hds 
knowledges and that this .was granted 
him tor 27 years of his life. It was 
therefore orderly that it should be 
so. Ail the prophets had the same 
necessity, Isaiah, Paul, John and 
Jesus Himself hiad intromission into 
the spiritual world and (therefore 
'could tell of it. For want of ouch 
spiritual t ^perlenjces all who have 
attempted to cross the line between 
natural and spiritual things have sig- 
nally toiled, the old philosophers, the 
physical evolutionists of ancient and 
also those of modern time®. The 
spiritual tats evidently have not -crosae 
spiritualists evidently have not 
crossed the line, for they - are forever 
trying to materialize the inhabitant 
of the other World. The higher critics 
of the Word also tolled, because they 
know nothing of it® spiritual sense 
or any iarw by which, ft can. be dis- 
covered. Swedenborg was intro- 
mitted by the opening of his spiritual 
senses to learn from experience in 
that world and to find the law that 
related the two realms In the sense 
of cause and effect. 

The speaker defined the law os that 
of the correspondence of natural 
things with spiritual things, because 
one is created from the other, thus 
the human body Is created proximate- 
ly by the human soul. One Is spiri- 
tual, the other naiural, but die one 
corresponds to the other in the re- 
lation of use. Thus also, the two 
worlds are related, tmd the two senses 
cf like Scripture, so that one repre- 
EJenie the cither. 

•Mr. Smith then proceeded to apply 
the Bdence to the explanation of 
Borne of (he law® of health and also 
to the origin of diseases in the hu- 
man body. This he did not for the 
sake of discussing these subjects, but 
for the purpose of showing that the 
Bcience of coiveepondeuoe Is no fic- 
tdon of Ihe imagination, hut sober, 
sensible and certain In Its applica- 
tion to any natural science, as well 
as to (he opening of the spiritual and 
celestial senses of the Divine Word. 

Finally, he applied the science to 
tho spiritual Interpretation of ihe 
Creation as given In Genesis, and In 
explanation of the Lord’s words, “If 
any men come to me end hate not his 
father and his mother and his brother 
and sister and bis wife und hie o-wn 
life also, he cannot b e my disciple." 
In like manner he explained the dif- 
ficult pouts of the 109th Psalm, con- 
sidered by Inge rso II as an unfit part 
of u Divine revelation. He also de- 
< !ared that the Book of Jonah, which 
had been greatly ridiculed by the 
■higher critics, was itself an answer 
to these critics, because in one line 
of Us significance it exactly describes 
tlicte who by things merely sri-ntlllc 
and historical, seek to und ere land a 
book whose real etMise Is spiritual. 

After other illu si ration^ he de- 
clared that although Swedenborg In 
his writing® had indeed given a 
Divine revelation to the world, he 
, would. If he had been peinniUed, have 
I given them lo the world without hi® 

I signature, but upon Lis being revealed 
| lo him that lie should sign them, in 
I muei beautiful humility, he simply 
| subscribed himself, Emanuel Sweden- 
lorg, a Servant of ihe 1-ord Jesus 
Christ.

To the Editor of the Newton, Graphic: 

The oamuuund cation you have Shown 
me from the Congressman of the 12th 
district certainly furnishes more ex- 
tensive and reliable Information ae 
to the proposed measure tor placing 
reoeptacLea, or mall boxes, before or 
at each ihouse than was given fay the 
press, which, unfortunately tor my 
brief, served as the basis- of my let- 
ter to your valuable journal of roceait 
date. Personally and politically I 
have a very excellent opinion or Mr. 
Weeks, of his worth both, as a con- 
gressman and a. citizen, and In the 
same pubLlc manner in which hfs 
supposed action in committee on the 
post office and past roads was some- 
what hastily referred to, I beg to 
tender h i m a sincere apology for my 
criticism.. And itha/t my information, 
gained from Washington dispatches 
to the Boston newspapers may he 
completely oonreoted tor the benefit 
of others, let me quote from the let- 
ter gent you. He writes: “There are 
not, all told, more than 10,000,000 
houses served by city carriers — prob- 
ably 9,000,000 would be the limit — so 
that If a dollar apiece were paid far 
boxes, as your correspondent sug- ■ 
gests, it would -reduce the cost from 
$25 to $9,000,000, but aa a matter 
of fact, the resident may furnish hia 1 
own box. He may cut a hole -in hia ' 
door, or, In any other way, supply a 1 
safe place in which to deposit the 
mail. In addition to that metal boxes : 
may be purchased at a oost of about 
50 oente oadh, so that, in any ease, 1 
the expense cannot fae more than 
$4,000,000 or $5,000,000, and probably 
would not be much more than half 
that -amount. It ie estimated — In ' 
fact, tests in various places have 
shown this to be so — that carriers 
lose about 18 second'd at ouch place 
they leave mall. If that is correct, 1 
and the carrier .service could bo 
divided up so as to prevent the loss 
of -that time, or 15 seconds or it, it 
would mean an annual navlug of 
something like $2,000,000, which 
would -be a pretty good pence in age on 
the oost of the Investment -to the In- 
dividual. I dislike to trouble you with 
such a matter, but in Newlon, of aJl 
places, I -like to have my public acts 
properly stated.”

Women’s Clubs 


Edited by Miss Grace M. Burt. 

All who have made n study of the 
benefits derived from the home and 
school gar dens nfiive that these are 
not eon fined merely to the keeping 
of the children usefully employed and 
that there Is a psychological effect 
similar to that derived from any man- 
ual training. A writer upon this 
subject I 11 the Federation Bulletin 
last year says that certain trait® 
which have been assigned as derived 
from the "little red schoolhouso’* 
were In reality gained from the work 
on the farm. "The education In the 
schools of today, based on the intel- 
lectual results only, la greatly su- 
perior to that of the little red school - 
house, but cert Ain qualities of mind 
and heart were developed on the farm 
which are largely lacking In the chil- 
dren of the present, and which are 
essential to a complete and symmet- 
rical education,” Lack of initiative 
and of a sense of responsibility are 
com 3 >lai tied of In many directions. 
This lack has been trnced to the fact 
that the city child has lost the train- 
ing which the country child got in 
the work about the farm home. 

"The school and home gardens,” 
says this writer, ‘‘help to solve this 
problem. Work in them strengthens 
the children's powers of observation 
and gives practical training by eye 
and hand. It begets a sense of re- 
sponsibility because of -the care which 
they must give to tender, growing 
things. It develops honesty, since 
the child acquires through his own 
ownership a greater respect for the 
property rights of others. It fosters 
patriotism. 

‘‘For the city boy, then. It will be- 
get in his heart a love for living, 
growing things' — a love that In later 
years may be strong enough to lure 
(him from lihe smoky, crowded city, 
to make a home for himself outside 
her gates, where his children may 
partake of a sweeter, purer environ- 
ment” 

It is with a realization of these 
facts that the Social Science Club is 
planning Its work In this line for 
the coming Reason.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Sir — In leading the last number of 
the Public Health Reports, issued by 
the Public Healtih and Marine Hos- 
pital Service, I found the following 
item which I venture to ask you to 
publish: 

"Dr. C. T. 'Moffett, health officer 
of Bee county, Texas, reports that 
on Jan. 1, 1910, he was called to 
Norman n a to see a patient who bad 
small pox. There were nine other 
people living In the house, all of 
whom refused to be vaccinated, say- 
ing that they preferred smallpox to 
vaccination. A man and two women 
Pram another house had visited the 
patient before the case had been diag- 
nosed smallpox. These three were 
vaccinated, but the vaccine did not 
take in two of them, the only suc- 
cessful take being In one of the wo- 
men. 

"This made 12 persons who had 
been exposed to the disease, only one 
of whom (had been successfully vac- 
cinated. The 11 who had not been 
successfully vaccinated all contracted 
smallpox, the woman whose vaccina- 
tion had been successful being the only 
one to escape. The original and the 
secondary case® made 12 in all. Of 
the 12, five died.” 

In view of the Pact that 76 case 3 
of smallpox have been reported In 
Middlesex county between Jan.. 1 and 
Feb. 28, 1910, it. seem® that the above 
facts in regard to the protection af- 
forded by vaccination are worthy of 
careful consideration.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

There is little to record this week 
of particular Interest to Newton in 
the doings of the General Court.

HINTS ON CHILDRENS GARDENS. 
By Mrs. Fred H. Tucker. 

(Reprint from Federation Bulletin for 
April.) 

In the spring the thought of the 
patriotic club woman lightly turns to 
children’s gardens. For she feels that 
by no other means can lie idle and 
waste places of our cities and towns 
be so readily made productive and 
beautiful, and at the same time our! 
future citizens be trained In personal I 
and chic virtue as well as in one | 
of the most practical arts of life. 

In. a communication from this de- 
partment a year ago the benefits from 
children’s gardening were forcibly j e . 
scribed, and clubs ■were v lo 

adopt (hlsjif. urv-sf'Brt^ activities. 

the aim of this article to give 
a fe-w practical bints from the ex- 
perience of clubs and other organiza- 
tions in conducting home and school 
gardens. 

The main problems are how to 
raise the money, how to reach and in- 
terest the children, and ihow to or- 
ganize and carry on tlhe work so as 
to produce the best results. These 
questions, however, being Interdepen- 
dent. cannot be wholly separated in 
discussion. 

The possible exercises to be con- 
sidered Include the land and its pre- 
paration, tools with place of storage, 
fertilizers, seeds, prizes, incidentals 
and the service of an expert director.

In i he case of home gardens without 
patd director the expense may be re- 
duced nlmost to nothing. 

The money for gardening is often 
raised by a spring festival in iwhlch 
the children take a prominent pari, 
thus engaging tbeiT interest from the 
start. At least one club has Ihe 
seeds for sale on this occasion in 
one-cent packages, and each child 
buying five cents’ worth Is registered, 
and enters for the prizes. The gen- 
eral opinion is that it Is better for 
children to pay — say five cents — for 
the seeds or an equal sum for regis- 
tering. One flourishing garden asso- 
ciation raises Us funds, several hun- 
dred dollars, wholly by subscriptions 
and unsolicited gifts. The largest 
manufacturing concern In this place 
contributes $75 annually for prizes. In 
recognition of the business value of 
the -enterprise.

ductive effort which will fur nis, ‘ 
scope for all their energy and zeal. 

The management of gardens may 
be in charge of a paid director with 
volunteer inspectors, forming a work- 
ing and supervising board, or the 
whole work may be voluntary. Al- 
though excellent results have been ob- 
tained with a wholly amateur ser- 
vice, It is the unanimous verdict that 
the highest efficiency can he reached 
only under a paid expert. One of the 
important duties of this director is 
to instruct the Inspectors, whose 
knowledge and training is often in- 
ferior to their zeal, it is most de- 
sirable also that these Inspectors 
have gardens of their own wherein 
they themselves may work out the 
problems which they must help the 
children to solve. 

The preliminary instruction as to 
preparing the ground and planting 
must usually be given to the children 
in groups, and this Is most conven- 
iently done through the schools. The 
director goes from room to room, giv- 
ing instruction, registering names and 
distributing seeds. Then the in- 


spectors should begin work at once. , 
Perhaps no Item has been more neg- 
lected than this. Verbal Inst rud ion $ 
alone Is seldom enough to enable 
children to deal .with the hard, in- ; 
fertile car:h In many of their yards, ] 
Every child should be started right. ; 
ami then followed up ns necessary, 
Reports from garden work Indicate , 
(lint often only about two-thirds of 
tile tthildren who take seeds produre 
any resulls worth counting, and that 
most of those who fall give up dl«- 
courag( v d during the first, few' weeks, 
before receiving any visits from direc- 
tor or inspectors. 

Concerning Ihe gardens themselves, 
there is scope for boundless variety 
of plan nnd treatment. While the 
main emphasis must usually he placed 
on vegetable and flower beds. It. is 
suggested that attention might per- 
haps oftener bo given to shrubs and 
vines and to the decorative treatment 
of the yard ns a whole. Children 
should nt least be inspired nnd taught 
to keep their yards neat nnd trim nnd 
not to allow the bods to become 
shabby as the season wears on. Also 
children whose parents own the prem- 
ises might sometimes plant a tree, 
judiciously selected and placed, this 
done, like all the work, with the ap- 
proval of the parents. The Incidental 
relations of sociability and co-opera- 
tion between the inspectors and the 
families, centring in the children, arc i 
among the finest fruits or home gar- J 
donlng. 

Older children can be encouraged 
to keep records or diaries of their 
work. These may be illustrated by 
photographs or drawings, made by 
the children themselves, showing the 
gardens at various stages of develop- 
ment, Such records suitably bound 
form an Interesting nnd valuable part 
of the official exhibit. 

The ideal or standard gardening j 
plant for u community would perhaps 
be organized something like the 
Home gardens for children who have 
available land; school gardens where 
plots shall be given to those who 
cannot have home gardens, surplus 
space to be assigned at discretion; 
supplementary window gardening; 
school gardens to be used as models 
and as practical object lessons for 
class work with the home gardeners; 
a paid expert director, a large num- 
ber of Inspectors, among them some 
teachers, especially of nature work; 
Inspection to begin with the prepara- 
tion of the ground; many graded 
prizes and ribbons am! honorable men- 
tion, eo that no good work 6hall go 
unrecognized. 

But a beginning must usually be 
small, and every earnest, intelligent 
effort will win reau-ltsi The prize for 
simplicity of organization with mini- 
mum outlay of money end effort 
should go to a club in a congested 
manufacturing suburb of Boston. The 
Civics Committee had for some time 
conducted a mothers’ dub. In the 
spring of 1900 they interested these 
mothers in gardening for their Qhil-_ 
dren in their tiny and.-cU^ofate back 
y3r4S;-i<r ue supplemented by window 
gardens. Seeds were given to the 
mothers with Inst motions, to be 
passed on to the children, as to plant- 
ing and care. This was followed up 
by regular visits from the committee 
for further instruction and encourage- 
ment In spite of e summer excep- 
tionally hot and dry, most of these 
gardens flourished and brought forth 
goodly crops of flowers and vege- 
tables although much gardening in 
more favored spots and under more 
expensive and elaborate methods 
came to grief. 

We stated in last week's Graphic 
tho Newton Social Science Club is 
planning for the establishment of 
home and school gardening in New'- 
ton and Xonantum the coming season 
nnd earnestly solicits help from any 
persons interested in this effort for 
the welfare of our city. At least $200 
is needed. For particulars see the 
Graphic March 18.

The following interesting IeitcT wrr 
received too l«(c for publication lam 
Friday; 

My dean- M.r. Editor: 

You were the Inst limn to speak to 
me on leaving Newton, w lulled me 
Huen Via go, turned, attempted (he 
a&oeut at, the station, slipped on some 
ice amd fell down*. 

It was a cold morning, you no 
doubt were cold as was everybody 
else, but ns you struggled lo your feat 
you looked warm and you looked na 
If you were lal king to yourself, but 
I was too lta.r away to catch your 
words. 

Fifty hours later while slipping in 
a carriage over the beautiful Island 
of Bermuda, with summer weather all 
about, I kept, contrasting your slip 
with mine. Not a cose of mal de 
mere so Tar If we except possibly one 
member of a bridal party. We have 
sailed about 4000 ml lea. 

There Is little need of my saying 
anything about Bermuda; everybody 
knows that it Is our choicest (holiday 
suburb, 44 hours from Broadway, 
leaving n mighty cold snap and in 
two days coming to a climate where 
white du-ck at (its and light clothing 
are the rule, ivdhere warm winds, sea 
'bathing, the fields all green, beautiful 
flower® and stately palms are seen 
everywhere — make a contrast the 
memory of which It will take a long 
time to rub out. Bermuda has beau- 
tiful sand -papered roads reaching In 
all directions, built entirely of coral, 
oftentimes cut out of the solid rock, 
narrow* to be sure but. on the whole 
very satisfactory. No automobiles 
and* If the memory of the many acci- 
dents which happened during the few 
weeks they were permitted count for 
anything there never will be any. 

The houses are all white, built. of 
coral, generally two stories in height; 
each hhs its own garden. 

We took a drive of some 14 miles 
around Harrington's sound, taking In 
the Devfl’s Den with Its wonderful 
fishes, two beautiful caves and the 
home’ of Tom Moore. We even found 
time to stop and eat some delicious 
garden grown strawberries. 

Left Bermuda with many regrets; 
two and one-half days' sail with, com- 
pass pointing due eoulh brings us to 
San Juan, Porto Rico. This place was 
a disappointment; not much to re- 
member unless It be (he signs of 
marked improvement since the Unit- 
ed States took possession. Improved , 
sanitation, pawed roads, electric cars 
and light. 

This In the town proper. Outside 
the roads are hod but the native life 
and full tropical foliage made a trip 
Into the country worth while. Here 
■little Rosie and Jakey generally have 
nothing on hut a smile nnd mother 
too wears only a low cut Princess 
gown . 

If you could see the marked im- 
provement a few months of concerted 
American energy produces In. these 
southern cities you would be prouder 
than ever that you were an Aimer I can 
citizen. No better examples of this 
can be found than at San Juan, Colon 
and Panama. 

Next we take In Santiago, Cuba, on 
our way south, Instead of north, as 
was Intended because it is feared that 
the Cuban authordtiies might not per- 
mit us to land after going to Trinidad 
where It is suspected Bubonic Plague 
exists. A day and a night’s sail along 
the northern coajst of Haiti brings us 
early to the bottle neck entrance to 
Santiago harbor. Everybody was up 
watching 'Mono Castle as we ap- 
proached. 

It looked old and rotten and but for 
Its superb defence location would 
seem to offer but slight hindrance to 
a hostile force. I was very anxious 
lo visit Santiago toy virtue of its In- 
timate associations with the Span Is h- 
American war. I wanted to see the 
battle fields of El Caney nnd San 
Juan Hill, up which I once heard Ool. 
Roosevelt say he fought “with a Yale 
man on Ills right and a Harvard man 
on his left." You notice that he put 
the Y. a trifle ahead of the H. that 
time. 

On landing carriages were very gen- 
erally taken for the battle fields. El 
Onncy is about seven miles and San 
Juan four. The i-oads were bad and 
wry dusty, the heat great. The Span- 
iards had the immense advantage of 
elevation, of being there first; the 
time to construct trenches nnd barbed 
wire fences, munh of which Is in evi- 
dence today. The useent of San Juan 
hill Is very steep, in places over 45 
per cent. Wonder it Is that (he Amer- 
icans lost ns few as (hey did. I Blip- 
pose it was fate that saved Roosevelt 
that day, wived him to kill off 200 big 
wild animals “In the interest of sci- 
ence,” as the wireless on our upper 
deck reporiflA 

Of the Spanish fortifications little 
need be wild. Nature working for 
cenlurles had nearly destroyed them; 
these and the Improvised defences 
rou Id hold back American grit but 
for a little. The fight was lost be- 
fore it begun. 

Santiago Is a typical Spanish town. 
Its houst's. painted all the colors of 
the rainbow, backed up by u luxuri- 
ant tropical foliage, gives It u par- 
ticularly vivid plrturesijuenoss at? 
viewed from a dlBtsance. 

Kingston harbor, Jamaica, next ad- 
mit s our ship, is the island's 1 orgeat 
city. II la well laid out os ore »«J1 ! 
elites that have had large disasters 
overtake (hem in re-rem yoara. Kings- 
ton has been destroy cd once by fire 
and iwlce by earl to quake, the last 
three yeou-e ago. The time !u\re wan 
sjKUit ia making two well established 
trips. Tlio flret was a drive of 19 
in Ilea Into the country to a botanical 
garden. 1 did my best to get an 
automobile but the six maxililm** nil 
there uro for hire, hiul l»oen enguged 
by wire leas. We were, however for- 
tunate In getting a good carriage, 
good horses and an English-speaking 
driver. t Quirk**, wflmt’s (he matter 
with your leg? I asked the black. “O, 
sur, the oiuiJuiuako broke It, killed 
my horse aiul killed the genunon I 
wue driving.’’ How did It seem? 
"The earth went up and down like 
that ship, bar.” pointing (o a omul! 
sloop pitching ut anchor. How long? 
"Forty seconds, sar." In 40 aooonds 
time $5,000,000 — (ho lurgeut lsirt of 


(he city destroyed 1009 people killed, 
Itont whs certainly going some. 

Ervldem-es of (he quake may still be 
Been on nil aides. The road to festle- 
ton Gardens Tun« along iho electric 
car line for live miles to Constant 
Springs Hotel and then directly 
toward ihe Blue A1 oil mains wihleh 
make an effective background for the 
city proper.

scarlet, Vermillion and purple simply 
ran riot. O, It was a great sight. At 
CasUeton (he Jamaica government 
maintains the most famous tropical 
gardens in the world. Every kind of 
a tropical plant oan be found here In 
its highest perfection. The pond lily 
leaf that con support a weight of 60 
pounds, the travellers palm, (he cut- 
ting of which has saved many lives 
by furnishing wateT at critical limes: 
tho Ippi Appi palm, from which 
comes the Panama hat, etc., etc. 

A 38-mlle drive Is rather too long, 
even in paradise, 'but we Blood it pret- 
ty well and felt well paid for ihe ef- 
fort. 

The trip to Spanish Town and Bog 
Walk was comparatively* easy, by 
train to Bog Walk through Spanish 
Town. Here we took carriages nnd 
returned through the beautiful Bog 
Walk gorge as far as Spanish Town, 
then train to Kingston. By many this 
Bog Walk drive is considered the fin- 
est in the world; It Is certain ita 
scenery Is the most famous in the 
West Indies. The road follows the 
course of the Rio Oabra river and 
wMle (he mountain slopes ore higher 
and more abrupt therefore perhaps 
grander, there is not the wealth and 
richness of foliage we saw yesterday 
en route to Oastleton. As we ap- 
proached Spanish Town the country 
becomes level, bordered on either side 
by banana plantations. 

Spanish. Town Is as' its name im- 
plies the real thing. The picturesque 
seat of government 40 years ago. Its 
old plaza, residence of the Spanish i 
government, the camion from de| 
Grose’ flagship are a few of the sights. 

Now for Panama the chance of see- 
ing the greatest engineering enter- 
prise of all time. 

Of Colon I can only say that It Is 
a cheap and uninteresting city — noth- 
ing lovely, no frills about It. However 
it has started right. Its streets are 
broad and right angled, its sidewalks 
wide, flanked on both sides. by two 
Btoricd wooden erections, verandahed 
and painted green, store below, tene- 
ments above. No there's nothing 
lovely about if. But Calais today is 
the biggest monument of nature’s re- 
spect to modern science nnd Ameri- 
can aggression (hot this earth Is car- 
rying. Five years ago when the 
United States took hold of this propo- 
sition the canal zone was the worst 
fever spot ihat ever killed a white 
man. Today yellow fever is practic- 
ally unknown. The disease carrying 
mosquito out for a moist-breeding 
spot will have to get up mighty early 
and hunt diligently with the odds 
against him of finding any egg deposi- 
tory' at all, and if he succeeds in 
breeding he still fails to spread the 
disease because there Is no yellow 
fever and because of the numberless 
mosquito pi'oof vllas scattered ull over 
the caiiiial zone. 

Panama City on the Pacific end of 
the canal has also been cleaned up 
and has a death rate about the same 
as Newton. In cleaning Panama a 
different proposition must liave been 
presented;. Colon was only a part of 
the canal works. Panama was an old 
well established city. Its stately 
Spanish buildings and plazas still re- 
main as do Its systemless, winding 
narrow streets. But the dreadful 
death rate no longer exists. That Un- 
cle Sam is taking excellent care of his 
employees Is seen on every hand. The 
best example of (his Is at Ancon, just 
out of Panama; here every house Is 
mosquito proof, owned by the govern- 
ment and given rent free. Here too 
is the $5,000,000 hospital built by the 
French, a magnificent Institution, with 
n staff equipment and elie that rep- 
reseats the last word in the 'treat- 
ment of tropical disease. Tim French 
under de Iveeeeps lost 50,000 men from 
yellow fever and sunk $260,000,000 be- 
fore it gave up tJi© canal. 

In ’92 it offered to sell and later 
did to the United States its good will 
Jn the enterprise for $40,000,000. In 
’Oil <lh© Republic of Panama leased 
forever to the .United States a tract 
of land five in lies wide on each side 
of the pro|x>sed canal; In return the 
United Slates paid $10,000,000 and af- 
ter nine years must jwiy $250,000 each 
year — 'that is how the United States 
stands today. The train which car- 
riod us over the isthmus follows very 
closely the course of the canal, but 
because a i«irt of the present (rack 
runs directly through the canal it has 
been found necessary to relocate a 
largo iuirt of the load lo the south- 
ward. There is no tropical lunger 
Imre, everything is husale. The prop- 
osition of building the canal is very 
complex, too much so for me to 
grasp. These three facta however 
Maud out Indore all els**: The Paci- 
fic ocean level is 18 feel higher than 
ihe At la il lie; the yearly ixUnfall is 
from 40 to 100 inches gioater on tho 
Atlantic side. 

Tile Rio Chttgres river, 100 lulloo 
long, meets the «xnuU route ut right 
angles. This river at limes quiet uml 
harmless often in a few hours bo- 
iornoK u torrent that can pull down 
anything that man can construct. The 
only solution it seems was to build 
a dam and have a lock ixiual. Just 
after leaving (Adon we stopinxl ut the 
much dLseuss«>d (lautam dam; when 
rom-plotcd this dam is to 1 h> 8000 feel 
long 1500 feet thick nnd 100 foot deep. 
This backs up enough water to make 
an artificial lake of ill) square miles, 
greatest depth 90 fee*, and effectually ! 
prevents the L'laigr os river from doing 
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any damage. Here also the the 
Gautam locks, three in number, over 
3000 casks of Portland cement are 
dally used at just this point. The 
next stop is at Culebra. where is the 
famous cut. Here, as nowhere else, is 
the material, tangible evidence of the 
enormous amount, of work done since 
America took over the big ditch. We 
stood on the bank and looked up and 1 
down a mile in either direction. The 
worlanen looked small on the bottom 
of the cut. Everything was on the 
go; numerous dump trains, steam 
shovels by the dozen hissing steam 
drills which make the hole for the 
dynamite before the shovel gets It. A 
dozen blasts went off while we Blood 
there, then a little quiet, when just 
ahead a whistle began blowing and it 
blew and blew*; suddenly the whole 
side of an, elevation went out. I 
knew what was coming for I had 
heard the following advice given by 
an official to a tourist: "Sonny, 
when you hear an engine whistle go- 
in’ ’sif she weren’t goin’ to stop Tore 

day after tomorrow; run like h . 

there's dynamite around somewhere." 

Forty-twxj million cubic yards of 
cut has been done; 35,000,000 remain. 

The locks are to be constructed on 
the Pacific end, the Pedro Mesquel and 
the Miraflores. The canal Is 49 miles 
long; never less than 40 feet deep. 
I>ast month the number of men ac- 
tually a.t work on canal and relocating 
the railroad was 37,386. Ships are 
expected to go through the canal in 
four years from now. When all is 
finished and the ships sail silently 
through; when America gets time to 
look back and think of ihe stupen- 
dous work completed, no doubt there 
will be raised a monument in honor 
of (he engineers who planned and suc- 
cessfully carried out 'this, the great- 
est engineering feat of modern Times, 
but let not America forget to raise 
a greater monument in honor of those 
four physicians— Reed. Agramonte. 
Carroll and I^azear— who not only 
freely gave their bodies, but even 
their lives in the actual experiments 
which led to blotting out yellow fever 
and made the building ot this canal 
possible.

ONE CAUSE FOR HIGH PRICES. 

The number of food animals in the 
United States has decreased five mil- 
lion since 1901. nnd the number of 
consumers has increased twelve mil- 
lions In the same, time. 

This Is ihe result of nn analysis 
by the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and labor, 
of tho census estimates of population 
ami the Department of Agriculture's 
estimates of food a uima Is hi the 
years 1901 and 1910. 

The term "food animals" includes 
in this instance ull cattle, sheep and 
ravine la the United States ns es- 
timated by the Department of Agri- 
culture, and the term "consumers' 
includes nil of the ltopulatiou as es- 
timated by the census. 

The Department of Agriculture's 
figures put the total number of cat- 
tle In the United States oil Jan. 1. 
1901, at 62 1-3 million; sheep. 59 3-4 
million: nnd swine. 57 million, a total 
of 179 million. For .Ton. 1. 1910, the 
estimate is cattle, 69 million; sheep, I 
57 1-4 million, and swine. 47 3-4 mil- 
lion. a total of 174 million, a decrease 
of live million in the aggregate of 
the three grouiis of food animals. The 
rensus esiimatee the population of 
tho United Slates on June 1.

89.912.000, nil increase of a little more
